Conservation of Fish. 


.. Dealers in Osh find It dimicult to 
dispose of the inferlor rarletics and 
the smaller grades of fish that are 
brought tn by the fishermen, Con. 
sumers forget that little fish are-tak- 
en fn the nets as well as large ones 
and that all are dellvercd to the 
merchants. “It follows, therefore, 
that, if there is only a smal! demand 
for the less choice fish, the dealers 
must obtain higher prices for the bet- 
ter grades. This is an aspect of the 
bigh cost of living which deserves 
the serious consideration of the pub- 
Mc. Except for the slight extra labor 
involved in preparing small fish for 
the table, they are in no way Inferior 
to the larger fish, their favor and 
nutritive qualities belng quite as 
good. Similarly, many of the so-call- 
ed coarser grades of fish, when skill- 
fully cooked, are not only very palat- 
able, but are very nutritious. 

Consequently, it will be scen that 
greater economy can easily be prac- 
ticed in the use of this very {mport- 
ant natural resource. The Ssheries 
of Canada aré both varied and exten- 
sive and should prove to be an jm- 
portant factor in reducing the cost of 
living. What ia, needed ts more con. 
servation in connection with them, 
or in other words, more careful and

| (tn tana cledring Work, use tmaay.be 





made of wood taken therefrom for 


the production of charcoal; Canada 
bas a constahtly growing market for 


charcoal, and with good prices for the | 


supply, it is advisable to Increase the 


production. While the retort is, un-” 


doubtedly, the more economieal 
means of producing charcoal; the ad- 
vantage is offset by tho fact that the 
wood which would be utilized in the 


production by pit burning would oth- - 


erwise be waste material, and, con- 
sequently, the return from Its use 
would offset the additional cost of 
production by the latter method. 

For charcoal burning, it is essential 
to have a piece of land sheltered as 
much as possible from the wind.. All 
kinds of hardwood ‘not under. two 
inches in diameter may be used. Tho 
wood should be sawn Into two-foot 
lengths, and split, If required, into 
pieces not over four Inches square. 
Sufficient wood .should be provided 


for two pits; it is advisable to burn/ 


two pits at once, as during the char- 
ring process two pits can be attended 
to as readily as one, night and day 
attention being required. 

Charcoal “pits” are usually bullt 
about twenty-one feet In. diameter 
and about nine feet high. To com- 
mence the pile, a strong stake Is driy- 
en Into,the ground, haying about one 
foot exposed. Around this stake are 
placed upright small’ pieces of dry 
wood of equal Jength, and this Is con- 
tinued until a layer of wood Is form- 
ed the size of the pit. A circle about 
one foot in diameter Is built around 
the stake driven into the ground by 
placing the pleces of wood horlzon- 
tally on the upright pieces, the end 
coming to the centre circle. This cir- 
cle is thus bullt up to the required 
height, forming a shimney for the 


pit, by which it is fred. Outside thia ; 


circular core the wood Js piled on end 
and reclining inwards, layer upon lay- 
er, until the pit_is of the size requir- 
ed. When the building is completed 
it is covered with newly-cut sod, the 
Grassy alde inwards, commencing at 
the base and working upwards, the 
sod orerlapping a few inches, and the 
chimney being left open. Before cov- 
ering the top part of the pit, all cre- 
vices between the wood should be 
packed with sod or sawdust to ex- 
elude the air.! The pit is fired by 
dropping hot coals and small pieces 
of dry wood into the opening at the 
lop; the opening Is.then covered with 
sod, which effectually clores in the 
pit, and the charring commences, 
Constant attention Is required day 
aod night during the burning, espe- 
vlally during stormy weather, as the 
wind, by striking.a particular part of 
the pit, causes'thai part of the pit to 
burn more rapidly and possibly fall 
fn. Should this occur, the space 


should be at once Milled in with rough i 


logs and again covered with sod, 

The time required f6r burning var- 
tes from seven to nine days, accord- 
ing to weather conditions, dry. and 
weather requiring the longer 
Period. 

As the charring proceeds, tbe sod 
coverinz gradually disappears until 
only a slight covering of burnt earth 
remaine. When the pits have burned 
oul and become cool their size will 
be reduced to somewhat less than half 
of the original; The charcoal may be 
extracted by. imenns of a ~fine- 
toothed rake, after which it 
should be stored in a dry place, care 
being taken to see that no live embers 
are left.—-Conservation.

It 
is-to give these the opportunity of 
a judgment, or trial, during the 
thousand years. of Christ’s Reign, 
that- they will be called forth from 
the tomb. As all died through one 
man’s disobedience, all are to be 
awakened and brought forth to ao 
Opportunity of cverlasting § tlfe 
through: the obedience of the other 
man—Christ. The resurrection of 
the dead, both just and unjust, ts 
thelr “hope. (Acts 24:15.) Aside 
from 2 resurrection, there is ‘no Rope.

Rot appear In the oldest MSS. nor in 
the Revised Version. © Protestants 
generally, refusing the Pope as the 
¥icegerent of Christ, are much con- 
fused when they attempt to explain 
the Kingdom for which they pray, 
“Thy Kingdom come,” and the refer- 
ence In Revelation to its lasting a 
thousand years. Protestant preach- 
ers are becoming Higher Critics, 
Evolutionists, ete... and take Mttle 
account of the Bible testimony. What 
a pity that such do not icstead 
resign thelr pulpits and enter bual- 
ness life, where higher standards of 
honesty prevall! 

There are honest preachers who 
believe the Bible, yet find it dificult 
to beliéve respecting Messiah's King- 
dom. Properly enough these argue 
that if Jesus has been glorified for 
eighteen centuries as a Spirit Being, 
at the right hand of the Father, and 
has been preparing the Church for 
the Heavenly Courts, it would seem 
to be a retrogression “for Him to re- 
turn to earth and establish an earth- 
ly kingdom with soldiers, servants, 
courtiers, etc. Properly they reason 
that the Lord Jesus to leave the 
Throne of Heavenly Glory, and re- 
turn to alt upon a throne of gold 
and Ivory, would seemingly be tak- 
ing a backward step. 

The difficulty is that these minis- 
ters have slipped a few cogs In the 
great Divine Plan of the Ages. What 
they need yet to note In the Bibic 
is‘that Christ and His Church, His 
Bride class, the Royal Priesthood, 
the Household of Faith, are the only 
ones of the human family promised 
a share in the Heavenly rewards and 
blessings—that the Divine arrange- 
ment for the remainder of mankind 
Is an egrthly Eden, or Paradise, and 
human perfection In the Divine lke- 
ness. They fail to see that the saint- 
ly-Church, now being gathered from 
the world for eighteen centuries, 
will compose a Spiritual Kingdom 
which, backed by Infinite Wisdom 
and Power, will be better aole to 
serve the world’s Interests than 

uld any earthly kingdom: and 
that, furthermore, the Divine Plan 
provides that the Ancient Worthies, 
from Abel down to John the Baptist, 
are to be resurrected perfect human 
beings, who will be honored by be- 
ing made “princes in all the earth” 
—represeniatives, agents, of the in- 
visible Spiritual Kingdom then ‘io 
contro} 

Our Lord’s many parables refer to 
His Churob as a Kingdom class, 3 
Royal Priesthood. This does not sig- 
nify that He intended them to oc 


Jcupy places of honor and distinction 
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now. The Master Himself was 
nelther a King nor a Priest on earth. 
His is the Melchizedek Priesthood of 
the Messianic Age. Then He will 
also be the great King over all the 
earth, W ll did He declare to Pilate, 
“My Kingdom is not of this Age” 
(John 18:36). As His saintly fol- 
lowers are to share in His Kingdom, 
they also must walt for its establish- 
ment, While waiting they pray, 
“Thy Kingdom,come; Thy will be 
done on earth, as it is done tn 
Heaven.” 

Of this Royal Priesthood the Apos- 
tle Jchn declares, “The world know- 
eth us not.’ We are kings and 
priests only fram the Divine stand- 
polnt, which none are able to recog- 
nize except “the brethren.” Only io 
embryo are God's sainis spoken of 
as the Kingdom class, They arc now 
on probation. Jesus says that the 
overcomers will be granted to sit 
with Him in His Throne, as actual 
members of the Royal Priesthood, to 
reign with Him a thousand years.— 
Revelation 3:21; 20:6. 

After telling about the. resurrec- 
ton of the dead, St. Paul explains 
that the resurrection of the Church 
to glory, honor and Immortality will 
be first on the program. Subsequent- 
ly all will come forth, “every man in 
his own order,” and Christ sball 
relgn until He shall have put down 
all insubordination. Other “Scrip- 
tures clearly inform us that the 
length'of His Reign will be a thous- 
and years. 

From the Bible viewpoint tbe 
Thousand-year Day of Christ js ample 
for the great work to which it has 
been consecrated by the all-wise 
Creator from before the foundation 
of the earth. Nor should we forget 
that all power in Heaven and earth 
is vested in the One who then will 
take the Throne, Nelther should we 
forget that for elghteen centuries tbe 
Church has been under special pre- 
paration and instruction Ja . the 
School of Christ, training for their 
work as a Royal Priesthood. They 
wilt able to sympathize with the 
groaping creation and to be merci- 
ful,/even In the administration of 
stripes necessary to many for their 
assistance along the Highway of 
Holiness, then opened up. 

Some of the noblest miads hasc 
been repelled from faith In the Sec- 
ond Advent by the thought of an 
earthly Kingdom with Christ and the 
saints in regal state. They were 
quite right in thinking that carthly 
court and state would be bencath the 
digaity of Messiah and Hia Bride. 
The Scriptures declare thai Jesus 
left His glory, humbled Himscif to 
become a man, in order that He 
might become the great Sin-Offering 
for our race. But the Redeemer pray- 
ed to be glorified with tbe glory 
which He bad with the Fatber tefore 
the world was; und He promised His 
Church a share io His Heavenly 
glory. Did He lead us to-expect a 
Heavenly glory, Heavenly Inheritance 
aod glorious change from cartlly to 
Heavenly conditions, and will He 
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been. glorified—that He bas been 
given a-spirit ‘nature again, that He 
no longer has the human nature 
which He surrendered ‘as a Sin-Sacri- 
fice, then we see why the world will 
see Him. no more, and why the 
Church. must be changed by resur- 
rection power before she can see 
Him. ° : 

Jesus left the world, not so much 
in the sense of going so far away 
that He could not. see His disciples 
and communicate with them, but 
rather in the sense that He would 
not see: them or communicate with 
them. He would compe! them to 
“walk -by faith and not by sight,” 
fo “search the Scriptures," and to 
recelve their spiritual blessings 
through the fellowship of the Spirit 
of Truth. By His Holy spirit He 
would be with them, and not by per- 
sonal contact or further manifesta- 
tions. 

His Second Coming would be at 
the end of the Age, to awaken His 
sleeping saints and to change them 
tothe Heavenly state. Thus He 
would come 8. and -reccive them 
unto Himself—first the sleeping ones 
and subsequently those alive and re- 
maining, who would experience their 
resurrection change in the moment 
of death. Additionally, in the Har- 
vest. with which the Age ends, He 
promised to take special supervision 
of the gatherIng of His Elect. 

This stage of His Coming Is call- 
ed, in the Greek, His Parousla—His 
presence. The world is not to know 
of His Parousia. On the contrary, 
it is described as secret—"‘as a thief 
fn the night.” Jesus described His 
Parousia, saying that at that time 
the world would be cating, drinking, 
planting, building, and knew not of 
His Coming in the Harvest of the 
Age, even as the world in the days 
of Noah knew not. The intimation 
is, however, that some of God’s pro- 
ple would be made aware of His Par- 
ousia; while others of God's people, 
the Foolish “Virgins, would be over- 
charged with the cares of this life, 
and know not. 

If Jesus really meant it when He 
said, “A little while and the world 
seeth Me no more,” how cap human- 
ity know about the new, invisible 
Kingdom? The Dible answers most 
distinctl. It tells of the shining 
forth, the Epipbania, of the Mexsian- 
fc Kingdom. It tells of His Apoka- 
lupsis, manifestation, or revealment 
—‘He shall be revealed in flaming 
fire.” This flaming tre signifies 
severe judgments, as  clsewhere. 
These are to be so severe that the 
elements of society will melt witb 
the fervency of the heat in a terrible 
Time of Trouble. Additionally, “the 
heavens,” the ecclesiastical systems, 
will be involved, and will pass away 
with a great nolse. or commotion. It 
in from this revealing in Haming Ure, 
Divine censure upon the world, that 
the great, the high, the migbty, the 
poor, all, shall seek to “hide them- 
selves in the dens and caves of the 
earth’—In the social orders and {po 
affiliation with strong goreromeaots, 
etc. 

Gradually mankind will see that it 
is “the wrath of the Lamb’ that 
causes the “Time of Trouble such as 
wss not since there was a nation.” 
The plowsbare of trouble will Ko 80 
deep that the world will effectually 
learn the lesson, As their eyes of 
understanding open still more widely, 
they will discern the beauties and 
blessings of the Messianic Kingdon) 
—"the desire of all nations.” 

But Grat The Christ, Jesus the 
Head and the Church the Body, 
Bridegroom and Bride, must center 
Into the glory of the Kingdom. Then 
will be established the earthly phase 
of the Kingdom in the hands of the 
Ancient Wortbies. The world will 
“see Abraham, Isaac, Jacot: and all 
thy Prophets’; but they will not see 
the King, nor the Bride, nor “the 
virgins her companions” on the spirit 
planc. These will be as invisible to 
humanity as are“Satan and his de- 
mon host at the presen{ time. 

One of our great obstacles in the 
past bas been the failure to discern 
that God has been presenting two 
distinct satvatilons—tbat of the 
Church to the spiritual, Heavenly, 
Divine pature; and that of the non- 
elect, through the elect Church. Te 
them will come the opportunity of 
earthly Restitution to human per- 
fection, In the image and Ikeness of 
God, as was Adam—lIn a world-wide 
Paradise. Our Saviour's First Ad- 
vent was necessary for the redemp- 
tjon of mankind. His Second Advent 
is for the overthrow of Satan and sin 
and for the release of sinners.

Since the Act of Union came inte 
fored on January Ist, 1801, by whick 
Ireland, like Scotland, was ruled by 
& common Parliament, the Emerald 
Isle bas passed through many yvicisst 
tudes, and on the shoulders of the 
successive yiceroya who have ruled 
at Dublin has fallen the arduous task 
of conciliating the ‘proud Irish spirit, 
removing much bitter feeling, and 
fostering that fraternity which existe 
between the two countries to-day. 
And if a plebiscite were taken, there 
is no doubt that the name of Ear 
of Aberdeen, former governor-gener 
al of Canada, who will resign his 
position in February, would figure. as 
the most popular representative of 
the sovereign who‘bas occupied the 
castle at. Dublin, 

“His Eix..* as he is commonly re- 
ferred to, first gained the good-will 
of the Irish people by the sympathe- 
tle and entbusiastic manner fn which 
he entered into thelr Interests when 
he first became Lord Lieutenant in 
1886. This was when he was ap- 
pointed by Mr. Gladstone, and wheo 
six months later the statceaman wat 
ériven from office Lord Aberdeen 
paid a visit 10 Australia, and recely- 
ed an enthusiastic reception from the 
Irish residents [n Melbourne, Syd- 
ney, and other big cities. 

It was while in Melbourne that an

ship occurred. He. was present at a 
concert at which Nme. M¢lba was

Hunters’ 
Book Arouzed Interest of Can- 
‘=: adian Geologist - 















on a subject which *Samucl Hearn? 
only partially developed aftet his Can 
adian Arctic oxploration trip of 1771. 
Mr. Charics Camsell, geologist cf the 


dertook a trip to that broad térritory 
northwest of Fort Churchill seeking 
particulars of territory heretofors ua- 
explored by the modern white man, 
excepting, of course, “Hearne. - The 
latter passed over the district lightly 
in his book published in 1795 in Lon- 
don, England, In the account of his 
three Inland trips from Fort Churchill, 
then the Hudsgn Bay Company post, 
Fort Prince of Wales. 

At the time of Hearne's journeys, 
which preceded the successful trips 
of Sir Alexander McKenzie by a few 
years, Northern and, in fact, Western 
Canada was to a great many a bar 
ren area of unpeopied™and unfertile 
waste. One hundred and fifty years 
have almost rolled by and still a vast 
part of that Iand Ix undiscovered and 
Mapped only in vague lines. 

But the curlosity of Charles Camsell 
was: piqued by Hearne'n reference 10 
one plece of territory which he but 
faintly outlined. 

To use Hearne’s own words from 





“|his book, “Great niimbers of deer 


throng to these forests, where .they 
thrive. Wild ducks, geese, swan, and 
Ja remarkable specie of partridge as 
Jlarge as an English fowl are sald to

“In fact,” wrote Hearne, “I have not 
seen of heard of an}\gart of this coun- 
try which seems to possess ‘alf the 
advantages requisite for a residence 
that are ascribed to this little spot.” 

Hearne did not visit this place, as 
It was several hundreds of miles out 
of his course, and his siatenrents ‘arc 
based on the assertions of various 
i tribes of Indians met. which, the ¢<- 
{ plorer stated, he thoroughly briieved 
p Mr. J.B. Tyrell, who edited Hearne’ 
, book, In a footnote stated that it Is 
Tits bellef that the situation of this 
spot is on the bagks of the Thelon 
River. a nerthera waterway cmptrins 
into Hudson's Bay. Tie source of the 
| Thelon River has never bren mapped 
and the location of this spot which 
Hearne spoke so hiehly of will not be 
known until Mr. Camscll's report is 
made.

Jchorah’s entire Message has becn, 
and will be. given to angels any to 
men through the great Logos. {He 
was the Alpba, the first; the Fatber 

ted none before Him, He is the 
Omega, the last; the Father has di- 
rectly created none since Him. This 
explains simply, satisfactorily, that 
all subsequent creations, while exe- 
culed by Jehovah's Power, were work- 
ed out by His great Son, the Logos. 
“By Him were-all things made that 
were made.” 

When tke time came for the out- 
working of the great Dirine Plan for 
human salvation, and, Incidentally 
the showing forth of God's Justice, 
Wisdom, Love and Power, the offer 
Properly came first to the Logos.

Kaiser's admirers must make their 
choice—vither he wanted war and 
egged Austria on to begin war, orhe 
is an Emperor only in his gauds 
and trappings, who lets his real 
men of State lead him around by 
the nose. 
All the German spologists put the 
blame on Russia or on ‘England. 
The Iatest, and on the whole the 
ablest, examination of the evidence 
of the diplomatic correspondence 
from the German point of view 
which has come into prominence 
places the responsibility for the war 
on Russia because of her early mob- 
ilization.

Latter's Charge In the Neuve 
Chapelle Fight Irresistible— 
Nearly 300 Guns Used 


LONDON, March 13.—(Speciat.)—A 


cess at Neuve Chapelle Is given by ‘n 
wounded soldier now in the hospital. 

“The Germans were strongly = en- 
trenched about 2,000. yards {n front of 
Neuve Chapelle, with their foremost 
trenches and the firft line of the Bri- 
sh trenches nowhere more than 100 
yards apart.” he saya. “On account of 
the nature of the ground the British 
had been unable to push forward for 
more than four months. Then, early 
Wednesday morning the British troops 
heard they were to move at last. 

“The attack was started by a heavy 
artillery fire, in the course of which 
every gun was brought into action. 
There must have been 200 to 300 guns 
roaring. This firing was to prepare 
the way for a general advance. 

“An order from our General that the 
German position must be taken at any 
cost was passed along from man to 
man about 9 o'clock. Shortly thereat. 
ter we got out of our trenches and 
charged the German trenches. 

“They were ready for us, Their fire 
was murderous. I was hit twice be- 
fore I had gone as» many yards, 1 
couldn't go on, but I could see we had 
the best of It. The Germans simply 
couldn't stand against our charge, We 
were too many for them, and their 
shooting grew wild. Our artillery was 
doing a lot of damage, too.”

IN THE TRENCHES 


Belleville's Splendid Boys Fear Not 


> Germans or Shells | 


At’ the special ee of Sir Mac- 
kenzie Bowell the following interesting 
letter, received today, is given for pub- 
lication : 

France, Sunday, 2st Feb., 1915. 
Dear Dad: 3 

Well, we have had our baptism of 
fire and havo just returned to billets 
for a few hours’ rest, Wo were up iu 
the first line trenches, some of which 
are only 100 yards from the Germans. 
It wis great. After the first. half 
hour was over it becomes somethin 
indpscribablo, A ‘great intense zest 
‘arises and Ono immediately begins to 
call all bis thinking powers together 


in order to outshoot and outpost the 


enemy. We went into the trenches at 
3.a.m. on Friday, amidst bursting 
shells aud machino gun fusilades in 
addition to searchlights and hugo star 
shells. Such’a sight and sound it was. 
Wonderful! By tho time dawn camo 
we had settled down to our work and 
overcome any little nervousness men 


epee have when marching in, and 


in front appeared the trenches of tho 
Germans. Shells started at dawn 
again, but our artillery was quito equal 
to the oceasion. On Friday night wo 
were right out jn front fixing tho en- 
tanglements. The Gormans have no 
moro chance of vetting through our 
lines here und our stcel than I havo of 
going to India. Well, wo wero tired 
enough this morning at 4 a.m, to be 
relieved for a littl: rest and to pull 
ourselves together. We go back again 
tonight. We had very slight casual- 
ties. Sniping has the greatest effect. 
The country around ‘here is in an aw- 


sful state, bearing tragic witness to the 


wreat struggle that bas lasted for 
wevks.: Of course we notice these 
things more now phat we will later on, 
but everything laid waste. On 
Thursday evening our mail came. Let- 
ters from you and Mother ‘and Anna 
and Bill Shorey.. You can’ never im- 
agine such rejoicing at getting them, 
and. just before going .into action for 


the first time! The men behaved splen- : 


didly and their work was highly com- 
plimented by British officers who hare 
leon here for weeks. All the Belleville 
15th and 49th boys are fine and un- 
touched so far, My platoon did splen- 
did work both at checking, suipmg and 
entanglements, Have met some of thu 
very finest officers of the Royal Fusi- 
liers. Royal Engineers, The Boffs, 
North Staffordshire, etev., ete., with 
whom we are fightingside by side. 
Now, dad, I am off to bed in a very 
comfortable billet, and from the way I 
fecl [ will sleep every minute of the 
few hours I have. 

Good-byo and dear love to Sou all.

Cabbage can be successfully stored 
in guy cool cellar {f it is not very dry 
or very wet. In the spring the cab- 
bages are taken out and planted 
where severe frosta are over, about 
three feet apart each way, putting all 
the root and stalks. below ground and 
leaving the head above. When solid 
heada are used slits should be made 
crosswise on the top of the head when 
planting, which will make it easfer 
for the seed stalk to force its way out.

Rubber hot water bottles are 
naturally tho best, but they should 
never be filled. really full; and the 
water must not be absolutely boiling.

Let the bottle 
remain uncorked for = few seconds, 
then screw tigbt and place In a bag. 
and then in the bed. Before gettloxg 
Into bed push the bottle out of the 
way of the feet. Water placed in a 
stone hot water bottle over night will 


be quite warm enough for washing, 


with the next morning. This is a 
great help to the busy house mother, 
who has to get up early and objects 
to washing in cold water, But if she 
is to keep her feet from getting ten- 
der she must not place them against 
the hot water bott!e when. weeping.

Sesus dja not teach His discipiés 
to follow Abe custom of fasting. The 
matter was remarked, some’ saying, 
“John Ane Raptist and his disciples 
fast,” ‘and the Pharisees, etc., fast, 
“but ‘Jesus’ disciples fast not.” In 
ansyrer to the question, Why. not? 
Jeafus replied that it was not the ap- 
propriate time. Instead of a fast, 
Ahey were having a feast, The Bride- 
groom was with them. They. knew 
no sorrow, no care. All their wants 
were provided for; they were drink- 
fog at the Fountain of Divine Truth 
and grace; they were eating freely of 
the wonderful words of eternal life, 
and accordingly they did not fast, 
as others_ ad 

This does not mean, however, that 
they Ilved sumptuously; for we re- 
member that on two occasions, after 
Jesus had fed a multitude on plain 
bread and fish, miraculously increas- 
ed, He directed His disciples to gath- 
er up the fragments; and these they 
carried with them as their own food 
supply for many days. This was a 
practical fasting, though not an out- 
ward one. Jesus declared that the 
days would come when the Bride- 
groom would be gone; and He sald, 
“In those days they shall fast. 
(Matthew 9:15.) Their days of faa’ 
ing and prayer began as soon as the 
Lord was crucified, and have con- 
tinued ever since, whether outward- 
ly observed in a Lenten fashion, or 
whether known only to themselves 
{fn their own hearts. All the follow- 
ers of Jesus have practiced fasting, 
self-denial; else surely they would 
not have prospered In spirituality. 

It is a mistake to suppose that 
fasting applies merely to food; It 
really appiles to everything. In its 
broadest sense, it signifies self-denial 
of the desires of the ficsb, to the in- 
tent that the spiritual nature may 
be the more thoroughly strengthen- 
ed. The Apostle clearly shows this 
in his suggestion that husbands and 
wivza occasionally live apart, that 
they may give tsemselves the more 
thoroughly to prayer and the con- 
sideration of spiritual things, (1 
Corinthians 7:5.) The true Cbris- 
tian will really Ilve a life of self- 
denial every day. He will remember 
the Apostle’s worda, “If ye live after 
the flesh, ye shall die; but {f ye 
through the Spirit do mortify the de- 
sires of the fesh ye sball live.” Such 






















condemned | mortification of the flesh, such sclf- 


deniala of the various appetites or 
inclinations of the ficsh In the inter- 
eat of the new nature, are all fast- 
Ings. 

The ideal condition for Christians, 
of course, would be to maintain o 
perpetual fast—to live always in so 
abstemious a mapner as would keep 
them spiritually in the best condi- 
tfon/and make them the most efici- 
ent In the Lord's service. Where this 
highest Ideal seems {mposasible or un- 
attainable, then the next thing Ip 
order would be as close an approach 
to this as seems possible—not of 
Divine command, for there is none. 
but of his own free will—sacrificing 
himself, his flesbly appetites and 
propensities, in the tnterest of his 
own spiritual development ane that 
of bis service of the Lord, 

“Appear not unto men to fast.” 
Our Lord’s instructions were that 
His followers should not make a 
show of their fasting—skould not 
boast of their self-sacrifice and self- 
denials. Those mattérs should be 
between God and themselves, Instead 
of making thelr countenance sad- 
looking and appearing to men to 
crave sympathy, they should con- 
trariwise take special care that none 
might notice outwardly—washiog 
their faces, anojnting their head 
and generally looking cheerful, 
happy. Indeed, the true Christian, 
who fasts in the proper manner and- 
with the proper sentiment, will not 
need to feign happiness; for his por- 
tion will be the joy of the Lord, and 
“the peace of God, which passeth all 
understanding will. rule In his 
heart.” 

The Scriptural proposition seems 
to be that the Lord’s people will 
fast, or practice self-restraint, along 
the Ines of physical conditions, 
food, etc., In order that they may 
feast along the lines of spiritual con- 


ditions .and refreshments, The whole } 


tenor of Scripture Is to the effect 
that the followers of Christ are 
spiritually advantaged by allowing 
the mind of the Spirit, the holy 
mind, the Holy Spirit of God, to rule 
in thelr mortal bodies—to the re- 
straining of thelr natural Inclina- 
Uons, tastes, preferences, appetites, 
which ihe Scriptures declare are all 
vitiated more or less by heredity— 
by our share In, the aljenation from 
God and the curse, in which we 
shere naturally. ? 

Pe Paul voices this sentiment {0 
the words, “The fiesk desires against 
fhe Spirit, and the Spirit against the 
flesh: and (hese are contrary the one 
to the other, so that ye cannot do 
ihe things that ye would.’ Thus, ay 
ibe Bible tells us, the Christian is 
continually at warfare, not with car- 
na) weapons, and not with his neigh- 
bors or family, but with himself— 
his new nature warring a good war- 
fare against bis old nature. In this 
conflict he is to come off an over- 


complete until he is actually dead 
according to the flesh, until, as a 
New Creature, be shall have experi-

end his‘career ignobly, 

Hence ‘we find noble men and 
noble women amongst the unregenet- 
ate, not begotten axain of the Holy 
Spirit, but nevertheless, manifesting 
strong characters'and great modera- 
dion in-the affairs of life. They prac- 
tice self-restraints, not toward God, 
frit for, self-interest, learning by \ex- 
perlecce and observation the, neces- 








blessing {@ themselves or to others. 
Such charactecs should be, and are, 
highly respectex. honorable. But 
the - unfavorably-born, unfavorably. 
environed are not sd Jikely to reach 
noble standards as ate the better~ 
born, better-environed. 

Hence those ‘who become Chris- 
tlans of the true type have art advdn- 
tage every way orer others. They 
do all as woto the Lord. Although 
they also perceive the advantages 
coming to themselves ziong natural 
lipes through self-restraints, they see 
ahd appreciate mill more the Hfe 
everlasting beyond. and the Divine 
favor leading thereto, This Message, 
coming to all who have sars to hear 
It through tho Bible,“ bas a power 
and gives encouragement to the weak 
as well 2s to the strong, jo the na- 
turally mean as well as to the nobler, 
It assures them: of Divine mercy and 
interest In ihelr welfare—that God's 
love bas provided a satisfaction Sor 
His justice on behalf of all, so that 
the merit of Christ, imputed to each 
according to need, makes it possib! 
to respond to ihe Gospel Call—on- 
ward and upward as New Creatures. 

So great is the joy, the peace, the 
happiness, which comes with ‘the 
reatization that we have been accept- 
ed Into God’s family and are jolint- 
heirs with His Son, our Lord Jesus 
Christ, that nothing else can com- 
pare wiih It, No wonder St, Paul 
describes guch, saying that to them 
“old things bave passed away, and 
all things have become new"! {2 
Corinthlanre 5:17.) Instead of carth- 
ly hopes for earthly ywealth, name 
and fame, they hare Hieayenly bopes 
for Heavenly riches, glory aod honor, 
Instead of aspirations of buf. a tem- 
porary kind for political prefarment 
and honor of men. these have before 
thelr minds God's promises—exceed- 
ing great and precious. These assrnre 
them that faithfulness In presert 
trials and difficulties, and the prov- 
{ng of their loyalty to God and the 
principles of His righteousness, wil! 
through Christ bring them eventual- 
ly to glory, honor and Immortality — 
to participation with Jesus in fils 
Millennial Kingdom. 

With such hopes, such prospects, 
such promises, life is worth living: 
all things are Indeed now. Those 
attaining this yaolage-ground cao, 
with the Apostle, count all earthly 
things comparatirely valueless. To 
these, fastings, self{f-denlals, sebf- 
restraints, even privations and persc- 
sutions, bave no terror. They re- 
Jolce In these, assured by the Bible 
that they are signs of their rela- 
tionship to God, and that He Is deal- 
ing wlth them as with sons whom 
He Is educating, filltox. polishing. 
and testing, preparatory to receiving 
thent to the Heavenly glory. 

This class bave a charmed Ile. re- 
gardless of what the worid may 
think. Theirs is the peace of God 
which passeth all understanding? for 
they have the Divine assurance tha; 
since they have come Into God's 
family through the appointed Door- 
way, the Lord Jesus‘ Christ, “Ail 
things are theirs, richly to enjoy’; 
and again ibat “all things sh¢ll work 
together for good to them thaf Jove 
God, to them who are the called ac- 
cording to His Purpose.” ‘These re- 
alize that God, baying begun a good 
work In them, is both able and wilf- 
{ng to perfect {1 unt the Day of 
Christ. (Philippians 1:6.) These 
are secking to make their calling and 
election sure; and so great is their 
appreciation and thelr increasing 
knowledge that the trials and dim- 
culties by the way—the faslings, 
self-denials and oppositions of {he 
Adversary—are ‘but light afMfictions, 
not worthy to be compared witb the 
glory that shall be revealed in tbom. 

Even ‘the Prayerseof this clasa 
gradually change. Nd longer do they 
think of praying merely for food, 
ralment and carthly things. Rather, 
they accept whatever may be God's 
providence for them with’ thanke- 
giving. Their prayers are mostly 
offerings of praise, mentions of Di- 
vine mercies already received, ex- 
pressions of confidence in God, and 
Tequests for more of His Spirit, what- 
ever this.may mean in the way of 
greater trials or dificulties or perse- 
cullons; for they desire that the will 
of God may be completed In them, 

In conclusion, we recommend true 
fasting, true disciplining, true coer- 
clon of the will of the flesh, on the 
Dart of ajl- men, as necessary for 
their mental, moral and intellectual 
maloltenance and development. And 
especially do we commend abstin- 
ences, self-denials, restraints, to 
those who have consecrated their 
lives to God, to walk in the footsteps 
of Jesus. But we'reprehend all hy- 
pocrisy and sham, whether asgoclat- 
ed with Lent or fasting or any other 
matter, as being an abomination in 
tho right of God and discreditable 
{o noble men and women, and par- 
ticularly inappropriate to those who 
would follow the Lamb of God—the 
Saviour.

The wings of the 
acroplane had crumped under the pres- 
sure of “banking” after an almost per 
Pendicular glide of 2,000 feet. 

Yesterday was the first time that 
Beachey had made a public flight in 
the new monoplane, bis previous 
flights here having been in a biplane 
over which he had perfect control. The 
aviator was extremely grave as he 
took his seat in the machine and ac- 
cording to his mechaniclans he seem- 
ed to have a premonition of trouble, 
but was determined to please the 
crowd of 50,000 people. 

Beachey’s aged mother, Mrs. Amy 
Beachey, who lives in this city, collap- 
sed when told of her son’s death, and 
is under “the care of physicians. 
Beachey made the statement several 
days ago that if he should find him- 
self falling, he would head his machine 
out to sea so as not to fall on the expo- 
sitlon.crowd. He kept his word, his 
fall being about fifty yards from shore. 
The body was found by a-sailor on the 
battleship Oregon, who made two de- 
scents in a diving sult. Miss Ethel 
Shoemaker, Beachey’s finance, was not 
told of his death until today. She be 
lieved him to have been only injured.

ceptance, Says Prince Eugene 


PETROGRAD, March 16.—The Rus- 
sky Viedomosti prints a signed article 
by Prince Eugene Trukethkey on Con- 
stantinople and the Dardanelles, in 
which the Prince says: 

“Our friends and our foes alike 
ought to know what is the point of 
view of the Russian,nation as well ax 
what is sald by diplomacy, the one 
and only solution which accords with 
the state Interest of Russia—namely, 


Constantinople and the straits must be ~ 


Russian. “Every other solution, what- 
ever its nature, is impossible of accept- 
ance by us, because every other would 
only make the position for us worse 
than it was before the war began. 
“French newspapers some time ago 
talked of neutralizing the Dardanelles, 
but when they know the Russiah views 
they will doubtless change their opin- 


fons. We'have seen in the case of Bel- , 


gium how neutrality is respected now- 
adays and the Turk at any rate, was 
several degrees stronger than a scrap 
of paper. 

“The neutralization of the straits or 
the handing of them over to a minor 
power—for example, Bulgaria—only 
means that Russia would be cut of 
from*the sea at ihe outbreak of war 
and* would probably have enemy war- 
ships at work around the Black Sea 
coast line. 

“This war is a war waged in com: 
mon by all three allies. When it is 
ended we must not inquire who has 
dealt Germany the heaviest blows or 


who inflicted on her the t defeat; 
who has enabled Belgi be restor- 
ed, or who has stood the main attack 


of the Turkish army. Nor, on the other 
hand, must the” Allles raise the ques- 
tion of whe forced the Dardanelles. 

“Let the present war restore the 
territorial integrity of France. Let 
England be rewarded for her heroic ef- 
forts at the cost.of Germany and Tur: 
key. But let the; vital interests of 
Russia also be secured. 

“Nothing less than the independ- 
ence of Russia is bound up with this 
question of the straits. Russia can 
and must guarantee the free passage 
of the Dardanelles to the mercantile 
marine of all the world; but she must 
have power by force of arms to pre- 
vent the warships of any other power. 
from navigating the waters of the Sea 
of Marmora and the Black Sea, There 
is only one way by this may be se- 
cured and at the time open the exit 
the high seas for Russia, an object 
which Sir Edward Grey, the British 
Foreign Secretary, has declared has 
British sympathies.

. Canada’s failure property to market 
her great supply of first class pro- 

© duce was insisted’ on by W. Sanford 
Evans,, of Winnipeg, before the Can- 
adian Club of Montreal, yesterday. 
Mr. Evans pointed out, by way of:il- 
-lustration, that in the five years 
1900-13, the wheat: producers of Can- 
ada have sold .the bulk of their crop 
at a°lower average basis of price than 
have the producers of wheat in any 
other country in the world. * 

“And this is not due to manipula- 
tion’ or‘ speculation, but to the man- 
ner in which we dump upon the mar 
ket, within the space of a' few short 
weeks, more ‘high clasa wheat than 
the world will take within that space 
of time without concession of price’, 
said Mr. Evans. “Yet is it not true 
that we have been giving national 
discussion to almost every element of 
the wheat problem excepting the fac- 
tors directly affecting price.’’ 

To iMustrate his point Mr. Evans 
had a chart showing the great dis- 
parity between‘ the total fluctuation of 
wheat prices in the world market and 
the variations of ocean and rail 
freighta and insurance. ; 

Mr. Fvana waa {ull of optimism 93 
to the future of Canada, but insisted 
that proseperity must be worked for. 
Rewards will not fall into our leps 
and there was every need for business 
statesmanship, Production was ono,of 
Canada’s greatest problems, and one 
of tho most important phases of the 
preduction question was that of mar- 
keting. Big production was not ne 
ceazarily profitable production; there 
might easily be misdirected produc- 
tien or erratic expansion leading to[ 
the ‘overstraining of ‘the world’s cred- 
it system. 

There were two phases of the mar- 
keting problem, one, a question of 
produce, to what an extent and 
where,’ and the second, equipment or 
market machinery, places to sll, to- 
store and property to transport.

| Wil Soon be Commissioned Form- 
ing Most Powerful Unit’ in the 
World 


NEW YORK, March 16—A broad- 
side of ‘the eight 15-incl guns that 
jmake up the main battery of Engiand’s 
jnew and now famous superdread- 
nought Queen Elizabeth weighs ap- 
proxiniately 13,600 pounds, or a ilttle 
more than six and one-half tons. Each 
projectile, fired from one of the Queen 
{Elizabeth's great guna weighs abou? 
11,700 pounds, and the cost of shot in 
powder alone is between $700 and $30¢ 
It is estimated that the value of each 
gun is about $80,000,.so that to arm 
the Queen Elizabeth ‘with this greatest 
and most destructive of naval batteries 
cost Great Britain $640,000.

ies, approvingly or unwillingly, ac- 
cording to their natures. By means 
of extracts from diaries found on Ger- 
man prisoners of war by the French 
he unfolds a‘plain unvarnished tale of 
horror, a chronicle of foul deeds, on 
which the facsimile reproduction of 
many sets the seal of truth. These 
dlaries, as the war progresses, become 
increasingly numerous. It is proposed 
that one day, for the © edification of 
everyone, the entire collecUon shall 
be deposited in the German: Depart- 
ment of Manuscripts at the Great Na- 
tional Libray in ‘Paris. 

Meantime, Professor Bedler takes 
some forty from the collection avail- 
able—just, by way of a beginning. The 
facsimiles which he reproduces {n his 
book are incontested and incontest- 
able. So much, at least, may be con- 
ceded. They are, after all, similar to 
the loose pages of other scribbled 
cClaries chronicling in faded pencilling,

“LONDON, March 24.—The ~ Daily 


Chronicle in an editorial says: 


“A good many recept vents.of vary- 
ipg importance from the Clyde strikes 
downward, have warned us that large 


sections of:our people do not even 


Tealize the desperate nature of the 


life and death struggle in which we are 


inyolved. And how should they, with |- 


the censorship constantly exerted to 
conceal Information, not from the ene- 
my but from the British public, and a 
War Office which prohibits all regular 
services of war correspondents? 

“Brief and occasional, visits to the 

Allfes’ lines, which are permitted at in- 
tervals to a few trained journalists un- 
der official guidance, have done some- 
thing to show us the character of the 
trench warfare day by day, but these 
writers have had no opportunity of de- 
scribing or reporting any actions. We 
hear of successes and in general terms 
the galiasntry of the men, but their 
losses and the names of the units en- 
gaged we only learn from the casualty 
Ust. The last are served out to us In 
straggling daily instalments, and lack 
of proper presentation hides nothing 
from the students, let us say, of the 
German General Staff, whose business 
it is to add figures, cafculate units and 
compare dates, but effectually baMes 
the British public whom alone it 1s en- 
tirely calculated to bewilder. : 
“ “Ours {s not a ‘nervous nation. diable 
to de stampeded into panic. Nothing 
does us.more good than to be told 
frankly of the difficulties before us and 
of the couse of  surmounting them. 
Why, after all these months of exper- 
fence of the disastrous unwisdom of 
treating us Uke children, is not this 
done? It. was the knowledge of our 
men’s trials, not of their triumphs, that 
brought recruits flocking to our new 
armies. It is only by the same know- 
ledge that the whole energy of our 
manhood, in the workshops no less 
than in the trenches, can be kept con- 
centrated upon the achievements of 
our national safety.” 


Certain Death 
_ Faced Canadians 


Capt.. Ware, of London, Ontario, 
Halted March to German Lines 

~.LONDON, Ont, Mar. 24.—How Cap- 
taij Frank Ware, formerly of the 7th 
Regiment of this city, and now staff 
captain of the 1st Infantry Brigade of 
the Canadian expoditionary force 
fighting in France, saved several Can- 
adjati battalions from annihilation at 
the hands of the Germans Ss described 
in letters received here by friends and 
relatives of London officers. 

Captain Ware, who is on the staff of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Mercer, of Toronto, 
brigade commandant, was detailed to 
accompany Lieutenant-Colonel Mercer 
and another unnamed officer to a cer- 
tain villago where several Ist Brigade 
battallons were together. The officers 
arrived all right, but there was no sign 
of the men, who had taken another 
route. Five‘hours after the appointed 
time, Captain Ware volunteered to ride 
out and endeavor.to find the missing 
detachment, His offer was accepted. 

It was dark when he started, but he 
managed to get bis bearings with the 
aid of a compass, Knowfng the direc- 
tion the men should have taken to 
Feach the village and the route by 
which they were marching he at length 
overtook the marching column in the 
dark. When discovered, the missing 
Canadians were headed directly for the 
German lines and were within a short 
half-mile of the enemy's trenches when 
halted by Captain Ware. Not only 
Were they within range of the German 
artillery, but within rifle range as well, 
and nothing but the opportune arrival 
of the London officer saved them from 
walking directly to their death. 

Captain Ware ‘halted the command 

_#nd managed to bring it back to the 
appolnted village without the loss of a 
Single’man or the discovery of its ex- 
posed position by the Germans.

VEGETABLE FOODS AND THEIR 
VALUE IN THE DIET 


(By Frank T. Shut. B.Se., Dominion 
Chemist.) 


That muny of the ills that_flesh-is 

heir Yo arise from indiscretions’ in 
diet.is a fact that more of us should 
Tenlize; and the earlier in life the 
better. Meany of us, and perhaps this 
applies espbcially to those who live 
in the city, eat foo much. As’a result 
we get too stout as life advances, 
and, what js still moro serious, ‘an 
extruordinary strain ia put on cer 
tain of the ‘organs of the system in 
nature's effort'to get rid of the waste. 
Further, wo who live more or less s& 
dentary lives, eat too much meat; the 
man who sits at a desk. all day long 
or stands behind a counter may work 
as hard as the navy or ploughman, 
but it is different kind of work. It 
does not call for the same amount of 
strong food. There is no necessity to 
diet ourselves by formula or to 
weigh out what we should eat, but 
but wo oughp tg bo guided to a Cer 
tain extent Gouer wire by common 
sense and the knowledge which 
science iurnishes respecting the re- 
quirements of i the body for the main- 
tenance of the vital heat, the develop- 
ment of enérgy and the repair of tis- 
suc, \ 
As city people we might keep in 
better health “and ‘Jive moro cheaply 
if we would eat less meat ond con- 
centrated fvods and use more vege- 
tables and fruit. And this advice 
might specially be emphasized for 
the summer diet, when there is not 
the same call for the system for the 
stronger foods. : 

Fresh vegetables are wholesome, 
palatable and productive of good 
health. Though in direct food value 
vegetables yield a first place to 
ineats, it must not be supposed they 
are destitute of those nutrients which 
build up the body tissues and keep 
the machinery going. It would be 
possible, though not desirable, to live 
exclusively on vegetablo foods. Dut 
vegetables, and especially fresh veg- 


{ tables, ore not to be regarded miere- 


ly from the standpoint of mainten- 
ance, though.we assert that now-s- 
days they would make a very good 
showing on the ground of economy. 
Nor need we urge their extensive use 
on the grounds simply that they ure 
appotizing and furnish variety to the 
diet. They, in addition to these ex- 
cellent qualities possess a medicinal 
value; they aro aids to digestion and 
afford that bulk or volumo to the 
food necessary for tho right deten- 
tion of the alimentary tract. Many ve- 
getables contain salts which are 
gently Jaxotive, relieving constipa- 
tion, that scourge that js the fure- 
runner of so many dangerous, and. not 
infrequently, fatal diseases. And, 
again, many vegetables, especially 
those used in salads, haye a special 
value in cooling the blood and are, 
therefore, most wholesome, especial- 
ly in the summer eeason. 

Vresh vegetables are vastly super- 
ine to these that are wilted-froto 
keeping a day or two, in succulency, 
crispness and palatability. To be ¢n- 
joyed at their best, vegetables must 
be eaten ‘strictly fresh.

Over $8 per cent. of the 2065 samples 
oftwheat, oats, barley and flux col- 
lected as being shown were reported 
cleaned with a fanning till, but most 
of the samples showed thst either the 
milla were: not equipped with the 
proper sieves or else they were not 
well operated. The remaining hone- 
grown seed, almost M-per cent., was 
Leing sown direct from the thresher 
with no cleaning whatever. Small, 
breken and shrunken” seed in the 
samples also indicated the failure in 
grading. 

Cereal grains should be graded to 
remove from one-third to one-half of 
the totel bulk, and mest of the weed 
seeds will be remyved with the 
screenings. Sume of the weed seeds 
are difficult to separate but most of 
them cun be removed by a fanning 
mil, Any make of mill which has 
sufficient shake, angle or slope of 
sieves and wind supply may be pro- 
vided with suitable sieves. The top 
sieves should be just coarse enough 
to let the grain run through and need 
sufticient slupe to min coarse iinpuri- 
ties over thé tail of the mill, The 
lower sereens should have openings 
of the size required for grading or re 
moving weed sceds, 

With wheat the grade for high- 
class syed is mude over an 8/64 -inch 
perforated zinc screen. The grade 
for eats is made over a sereen with 
slots 5/6 by 1-2 finch. Barley re- 
quires the same type with slots larger 
depending on the size of the seed. 
Wild buckwheat may © bo removed 
from wheat by-a screen with triangue 
‘lar perforation 0/6 finch or larger. 
Flax requires. on top a woven wire 
sieve 3x16 inch mesh (3 spaces to the 
inch one way and 16 the ther) and 
& 3/32 inch perforated screen below.

Huge Dreadnoughts Cen be Taken 
Clear Out of Water 

Among the greatest engineering 
marvels of today are the gigantic 
floating docks owned by the British 
Admiralty and utilized for the repair 
of naval vessels. The ‘biggest type 
of these docks has a minimum Iifting 
capacity of 32,060 tons. and Is capable 
of lifting @ battleship like H.M.S, Lion, 
which displaces over 30,000 tons, high 


and dry out of the water to a height! 


of 36 feet in three hours and°ten 
minutes, thus permitting every part 
of the vessel's hull to be accesalble. 

Some idea of the labor [Involved in 
the construction of one of these huge 
docks may be gathered from the fact 
that whereas «~ first’ class warship 
takes about two and a half years to 
build, It takes two or three times as 
long to construct a floating dock of a 
size sufficient to receive the vessel.
